Aretie Explorer Gets Leave 
of Absence from Navy 
Department for His 
Fourth Attempt. 


TO START JULY 1, 1904 


| Plans Specially Equipped Vessel, 


Which Will Be Distinetively 
American—Feels Sure 
of Success, 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 5.—[Special.]— 
Commander Robert E. Peary, of the United 
States Navy, is to make a fourth attempt to 
reach the north pole. Three years’ leave of 
absence for this purpose was today granted 
to him by Acting Secretary of the Navy Dar- 
ling, President Roosevelt having given his 
| permission and expproval of the venture. 


hearty sympathy of the administration. 
Commander Peary purposes to make his 
expedition distinctly an American one. He 
plans to have his ship, designed entirely for 
arctic work, and reinforced and strength- 
ened to the maximum degree, constructed 
in an American shipyard and fitted with 
American engines, “so that it may go as an 
exponent of American skill and mechanical 
ability,” as Commander Peary writes in his 
letter of application for leave of absence. 


To Start July 1, 1904. 

' It ts proposed to start not later than July 
1, next year. On arriving at the whale re- 
gion he will take on board a large number of 
Eskimos and establish a permanent base a 
Cape Sabine. Thence he will force his way 
northward to Grant land, where he hopes 
to establish winter quarters on the ngrth- 
ern shore. As far as practicable along the 
route he will establish caches. Thefqliow- 
ing February, with the earliest returning 
light, he will start due north over the polar 
pack with a small, light pioneer party, to be 
followed by a large main party. / 


Funds from Arctic Club. 

In an interview tonight Commander Peary 
said that the expedition would be made under 
the auspices of the Peary/Arctic club of New 
York, of which Morris K. Jesup is president. 
_ The club will finance the expedition to the 

extent of $150,000, which is $50,000 more than 
the cost of the last trip, which occupied four 
years. Upon his arrival at Whales Sound, 
where he says he is well known, Commander 
Peary will try Ao induce some eskimos to 
accompany him 175 miles north and there 
establish a base. That will be 490 miles from 
the pole, From this base he expects t

Distinctive features of Commander 
‘Peary’s plan are the use of individual 
sledges with comparatively light loads, 
drawn by dogs; the adoption of Eskimo 
methods and costume and the fullest utili- 
gation of the Eskimos themselves. | 


Advantages of Present Plan, 

Commander Peary believes the advantages 
of his plan and route are a fixed land base 
one hundred miles nearer the pole than any 
other route; a more rigid ice pack extending 
further poleward than is to be found on the 
opposite side of the pole; a wider land base 
on which to retreat, and a well beaten line 
of communication and retreat from winter 
quarters to tomparatively low latitudes, 
which is practicable at any season of the 
year. 

Acting Secretary of the Navy Darling, a 
close student of arctic work and an enthu- 
siastic: believer in the ability of American 
pluck and daring to find the pple, says in 
his Jetter to Commander Peary nting him 
three years’ leave of absence from. April 
1, next, that he thinks he is better equipped 
than any other person in the country to un- 
| dertake this work. He pays a high compli- 
ment to Mr. Peary’s courage and ability.” 

Department Expects Results. 

He concludes his letter with this admoni- 
tion: “The attainment of the pole should 
be your main object. Nothing short will 
suffice. The discovery of the poles is all that 
remains to complete the map of the world. 
That map should be completed In our genera- 
tion and by our countrymen. If it is claimed 
that the enterprise is fraught with danger 
and privation, the answer is that geograph- 
ical Giscovery in all ages has been purchased 
at the price of heroic courage and noble sac- 
rifice. Our national pride is involved in the 
undertaking, and this department expects 
that you will accomplish your purpose and 
bring further distinction to a service of il- 
lustrious traditions.” 

Three times in the last twelve years Com-~ 
mander Peary, then a lieutenant, has sought 
the north pole and been turned back unsuc~ 
cessful by the combined forces of ice and 
cold. His most noted trip was begun in 1898, 
and it lasted three years. Although he failed 
to reach his goal,the north pole, his trip was 
not barren of results. 

Peary’s last trip wag characterized by a 
series of misfortunes. Starting July: 2, 1898, 
his ship, the Windward,was caught at Green- 
land and remained there until Aug. 13 the 
following year. The summer was then gone 
and it was not until Aug. 20, 1900, that he 
sailed from Greenland for Etah, 600 miles 
north. From this point he planned to make 
a dash to the pole over the ice, leaving the. 
ship for the time being. <

LIPTON BLAMES FIFE. 


Declares Defeat of Shamrock IIL 
Due to Designer’s Mistakes. _ 


ARE NOT ON SPEAKING TERMS 


Irish Knight Says His Boat Was Badly 


New York, Sept. 5.—[Special.)—Although 
Sir Thomas Lipton denies any friction be- 
tween himself and William Fife Jr., the de- 
signer of Shamrock III., it ts positively known 
that not only is there friction but that neither 
is on speaking terms with the other. The 
Irish knight declines to be interviewed on 
the subject beyond insisting that his relations 
with the Scotch designer are cordial, but 
others in a position to know produce proof 
to show that Sir Thomas is bitter aga: 
Fife, whom he exclusively blames, it is de- 
clared, for the miserable showing of Sham- 
rock III. against Reliance, 
According to trustworthy information, 
Fife failed to consult the owner of the chal- 
lenger on subjects of paramount importance 
to the success of the Liptoh mission, and 
made, it is alleged, mathematical calculations 
whereby Shamrock III. was unable to sail 
within the prescribed water line limits and 
make speed at the same time. He made 
changes in the boat at the eleventh hour 
which materially aided in the yacht’s defeat 
and ruined whatever chance the craft had. 


Fife’s Calculations Badly Made. 

Fife's calculations were so badly made 
that Shamrock III. had a water line of 
ninety-two feet when tried in England. This 
necessitated the removal of tons of lead here 
to make the boat come within the required 
limit of ninety feet. Also, it is said, he 
changed the bowsprit over here. The new 
bowsprit, with its increased headsail plan, 
gave the craft a bad lee helm. * 

When Reliance defeated Shamrock on Aug. 
22 Sir Thomas, it is said, sought Fife and de- 
manded an explanation. The designer is al- 
leged to have said that the 2,000 extra square 
feet of canvas on Reliance madethat boat a 
winner. Sir Thomas, it is reported, said: 

* Well, it’s funny that you discovered 2,000 
feet of canvas now and did not know of its 
existence before the race.” | 

Later Fife, it is declared, said to Sir Thomas 
that Shamrock would make an unbeatable 
craft if sailed on @ ninety-two fet load 
at the water line. The Irish knight is quoted 
as saying: “ That's all pretty talk, Mr. Fife,

Might Have Lost His Boat. 
So certain was Sir Thomas of victory that, 
despite his compunctions against betting, he 
offered Mr. Iselin to stake his sloop against 
the defending sloop.

SOFIA, Bulgaria, Sept. 5.—The Autonomye, 
a revolutionary newspaper, announced today 
that a train carrying Turkish troops between 
Uskub and Veles (twenty-seven miles from 
Uskub) was blown up yesterday near Novag- 
na and that many of the soldiers were killed. 
An investigation of the report reveals there 
was no truth “in it. 

Advices from Monastir confirm the reports 
that the Turks are setting fire to the forests 
in that vilayet so as to burn out the insur- 
gents and the women and children who are 
hiding. 

Reports of the proceedings of the minis- 
terial council at Varna indicate that there 
has been no change in the attitude of the 
government on the Macedonian question. 
For the moment the dissolution of the So- 
branje forms the chief subject of discussion. 
The council is supposed to be devoting itself 
chiefly to internal affairs. The coming elec-

Bands of revolutionaries continue to cross 
the frontier, but scanty news of fighting in 
northern Macedonia is received here.

Hundreds of Turks Killed. 


The latest details of the fighting at Sirbi- 
noro state that three insurgent bands, as- 
sisted by peasants, were engaged with a 
“battalion. of Turkish troops. It is reported 
that 300 of the Turks were killed. 

In a*three hours’ fight at Kerikkoi, near 
Malkoternovo, between two companies of 
Turkish soldiers and a revolutionary band, 
the former lost twenty-five men and two 
officers. The insurgent loss was slight. 

The Turkish forces are reported to have 
entirely devastated the district of Kostear, 
in the vilayet of Monastir, and to have 
burned ‘every village in the district. : 

The Autonomye states that the inhabitants 
of fourteen villages around Prespan and 
Okrida have joined the revolutionaries, and 
| that bands. of insurgents numbering 1,600 
are occupying strong positions in the mount- 
ains. The numerous rumors of the mobiliza- 
tion of the Bulgarian army which have been 
in circulation here are declared to be abso- 
lutely false. The government is sending 
troops to strengthen the frontier guard, 
which action, according to a dispatch from 
Rila, is likely to cause trouble between 
the troops and the insurgents. 

Russie’s Dragoman Arrested. 
VIENNA, Sept. 5.—The correspondent o 
the Neue Freie Presse at Constantinople tele- 
graphs that the assistant dragoman of the 
Russian embassy there, an Armenian named 
Hadijebian, has been arrested by the Turkish 


police. 
United States Not Alarmed. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 5.—It is evident 
the United States government does not share 
eny apprehension that may be felt in some 
quarters that there is danger for the lega- 
tions .in Constantinople. 

The Berlin dispatch regarding the 
Turkish government's notification to the for- 
eign representatives is taken here to be the 
announcement’ first made to the ministers 
by the porte, and which, as indicated in the 
dispatch: of Minister Leishman, meaht that 
the interior or personnel of the legation could 
pot be protected from those who might gain 
entrance and commit some outrage.

STRENGTH OF BULGARIAN ARMY. 


Entire ‘Fighting Strength Is Nearly 
300,000 Men, Who Are Armed 


The Bulgarian army may be regarded as 
one of the best organized and most efficient 
amongst those of the second rate powers. 
and its rank and file, at least, is eonsidered 
by experts to be superior to that of any other 
Balkan state. The Bulgarian army is, how- 
ever, of comparatively recent origip, in that 
it sprang from the battalions of lgarian 
volunteers which were ‘organized in 1877 by 
the Russian staff and codperatéd with the 
Russian army during the campaign of 1877- 
‘78. Military service is obligatory in Bul- 
garia, and even extends to all foreigners who 
have been resident in the country fora period 
of three years. In time of peace, the Bul- 
garian youth is called up to the colors when 
in his 20th year, but in time of war, the 
age limit is put back two years, and though 
he serves only twenty-one months with the 
colors, the duration of miltary obligation ex- 
tends for twenty-five years, through the 
reserves and militia bans. 


Both Active end Field Army. 


The Bulgarian forces consist of the active 
or field army, divided into the active army 
and the active army reserve, the reserve 
army, and the militia, comprising two bans. 
In time of peace the active army, but not its 
reserve, is on a permanent footing, and the 
reserve army has permanent cadres, while 
the two bans of the militia have neither a 
permanent footing nor gadres; for no actual 
service or training of the men of the two. 
bans takes place except in time of war. The 
first ban of the militia may be used excep- 
tionally to strengthen the fleld and reserve 
armies, but the second ban can only be em- 
ployed for home defense. 

The composition of the fleld army is as 
follows: The infantry, “Pekhota,”’ number 
twenty-four regiments, each of which has a 
peace establishment of two battalions and 
a small transport squad, amd a war establish- 
ment. of four battalions and one transport 
company. Each battalion consists of four 
companies, whose war strength is three of-. 
ficers and 265 noncommissioned officers and 
men. 

They are armed with the .315 inch Mann- 
licher magazine rifle and short bayonet of the 
1895 pattern. This rifle gives an initial veloci- 
ty of 2,043 feet-seconds, and is sighted up to 
2,138 yards, while the magazine holds five 
cartridges, which are charged by means of 
clip. 3 \ 

Cavalry Least Effective. 

The cavalry, which was reorganzed in 1901, 
now comprises the prince’s bodyguard, of 
one squadron; four regiments, each of four 
squadrons; and six regiments, each of two 
squadrons. The Lifeguard squadron is al- 
ways kept at war strength, even with regard 
to horses, and numbers fourteen officers and 
809 noncommissioned officers and men. The 
peace footing of the remaining squadrons 
consists of five officers, 137 noncommissioned 
officers and men, and 100 horses, which in 
time of war is increased to 163 noncommis- 
sioned officers and men and 164 horses, The

“ Please, sir, buy a paper, please——”’ 

It is a Httle girl with solemn, appealing 
face who looks up at you with paper in out- 
stretched hand as you pass, and perhapsruns 
after you if. you betray the least sign of 
yielding to herplaint. Perhaps you pull outa 
nickel and toss it to her, taking the paper in 
exchange, or not, just as your whim may 
be, or the convenience of the moment per- 
mits. And when you are homeward bound 
on a car, and start to pay your fare, you may 
possibly discover that the paper has cost you 
an extra quarter or half dollar, which wasin 
some pocket accessible to deft fingers. 

-If such has been your experience you will 
applaud the efforts which the police are mak- 
ing at pose gi to drive away the gang of gir! 
beggars and pickpockets which infests the 
downtown streets after nightfall. Com- 
plaints of their depredations have poured 
into the police headquarters thick and fast

SEMPLE STRIFE OF UNIONS 


TWO DISPUTES OVER TRADE JU- | 
“‘RISDICTION DECIDED. 


Carpenters Awarded False Work in 
Dulldings Over Laborers—Steamfit- 
ters Defeat Blevater Constructors in 
‘Contest for Hydraulic and Power 
Piping—Labor Leader Suggests Leg- 


islation Taking Money Order Busi- 


ness from Express Companies. 


Two @isputes on questions of trade juris- 
diction, which have been responsible for 
much friction between the interested labor 
bodies and for frequent strikes were settled 


yesterday by arbitration. 

The carpenters were awarded the scaf- 
folding or false work in building construc- 
tion over the buliding laborers; the steam- 
fitters were favored over the elevator con- 
structors for hydraulic and power piping. | 

The false work quarrel has. occasioned 
much trouble recently in the erection of 
downtown buildings. The laborers receive 
20 cents an hour, and the carpenters 50 cents, 
so that when the contractors have the scaf- 
folding done by the laborers, they effected 
a material wage saving. 

The carpenters struck on the Iroquois the- 
oo and on the Schlesinger & Mayer bulld- 

ngs, bringing the matter anew to the Feder- 
ation of Labor. The executive committee 
of that body gave the decision to the car- 


penters. 

John Miles, chief engineer ‘es the Old 
Colony and other office buildings, decided 
that, between the Blevator Constructors’ 
Protective agsociation and the Steamfitters’ 
Protective association, the latter should do 
the hydraulic piping. 


Would Restrict Express Business. 

A plan to undermine the business of the 
express companies by the enactment of laws 
forbidding them to issue money orders and 
by the establishment of a cheap parcels post, 
is suggested by John J. Fitzspatrick, general 
organizer of the Chicago Federation of 
Labor, if the companies refuge to treat with 
organized labor. 

* Let the express co companies persist in their 
refusal to deal with labor,”’ he said, “ and we 
will strike back. Even the banks have pro- 
tested against the express companies being 
empowered to handle money orders, and the 
parcel business comes into competition with 
the United States mail. I advise that Pres- 
ident Roosévelt be requested to recommend 
an act relegating the express companies to 
such private enterprises as will not conflict 
with the government departments.” 
Alonzo Wygant, general agent of the Unit- 
ed States Express company, on which the 
fight of the men will center, was undisturbed 
and hopeful. At the headquarters of the 
federation it was sald no reply had been re- 
ceived to the communication to 
Mr. Wygant. F. BE. Modie, president of thé - 
Brotherhood of Expressmen, still talked of a 
peaceful settlement of the matter. 


Violence at Caldwell Plant. 

The picketing of the plant of the H. W. 
Caldwell & Son company, Western avenue 
and West Seventeenth street, at which a 
strike has been on for some months, 
the peaceful stage last week. Carl] Felici- 
zech, a nonunion employé, was beaten 
Thursday night by a crowd of alleged pick- 
ets and sympathzers in the course of a chase 
of a number of the workmen of the Caldwell 
plant. Joseph Doutec, said to be a picket, 
was arrested and will be held until the re- 
sult of Felicizech’s injuries are apparent. 

The attack was begun as the men were 
leaving the shop in the evening. A number 
of strike sympathizers stood about the gate | 
and hooted the workers and their escort as 
they came to the street. The crowd followed 
to the railroad crossing at West Fourteenth 
street, which was blocked by a freight train. 
In the wait Felicizech was assaulted and 
beaten over the ogg th then left as his com- 
panions fled down the tracks, pursued 7 
their assailants.

WHITNEY ASSAILS MICHIGAN. 


Declares University Has Allowed Pro- 
fessionalism to Grow Up Under 
Coach Yost’s Regime. 


In this month's issue of Outing Caspar 
Whitney takes Michigan to task for the man- 
ner in which professional ‘toaching has 
worked out at that institution. Not only 
does he object to the methods employed by 
Coach. Yost, but He also names several of 
Michigan's last year football team whom he 
deciares have been played in violation of the 
spirit of the law. Carter, Jones, Gregory, 
and Palmer are the men that are placed under 
the ban by Mr. Whitney. Wisconsin and 
Northwestern receive warnings. He writes: 

**I do not know of anything moreseriously 
disturbing to the integrity of college sport 
than violation by a leading university of the 
spirit of the law it has helped create and af- 
fects to uphold. It seems to me that ostra- 
cism is none too severe a penalty for such an 
offender, if, indeed, it is not the only safe- 
guard for that university’s fellows. The 
University of Michigan is one of the leading 
institutions of the country; it was one ofthe 
leaders in the athletic reform movement 
which swept the middie western colleges a 
year or so ago. Last autumn it played sev- 
eral men on its football eleven in violation 
of at least the spirit of the law—Carter, J 


Gregory, and one man Palmer—in vidlation 


ory was beckoned from California by Mich- 
igan’s professional coach, and Palmer, from 
1900 to 1902, played professional baseball 
and football in northern New York, openly. 

“Quoting from a letter. before me from 
one of the Michigan faculty I find that the 
Michigan board of control of athletics is 
composed of five members elected by the 
university senate—a body composed ofall 
the faculty—and four members, elected by 
the student body. All questions of eligibility 
of players are passed upon by a subcom- 
mittee ofthe board, consisting of three fac- 
ulty members, of whom the chairman is one. 
It is absolutely in the power of this anbcom-. 
mittee to keep any man from play on any 
team. Afi members of last autumn’s football 
team were indorsed by this faculty com- 
mittee. 

“I quote at length to show that Michigan is | 
amply supplied with legislation and legis- 
lators. This being so, and the 1902 eleven 
being indorsed by the board of control, what 
are we to infer? There are but two infer- 
ences left open, (1) that the board is not» 
honest, (2) that the board has been deceived 
by its professional coach, I cannot believe 
the first, yet in such a case one might as well 
be dishonest as stupid.as far as results go. 
Michigan's professional coach has had prac- 
tically full control of that university's foot- 
ball. and has, no doubt, done as heliked, and 
he has liked (naturally enough surely) to 
make a winning team. The board, as well 
as the university, seems badly nipped by 
the winning craze which is hurting American 
college sport, and appears to be answerable 
for the employment of professional coaches. 
But the board is responsible just the same,

hard hitting youngster, are of the opinion

celve an even break; also that the bout 
smelled strongiy of jobbery. All, however, 
agree Referee Graney was rattled.

Forbes saya he 
heard Graney say ‘It’s eight,’ and ‘ Get up, 
Harry.’ Forbes arose, apparently as fresh as 
ever, ready and anxious to continue.

Underfed and Undersized. 

- Any one moving in the crowded residential 
sections of the great British cities must be.

and undersized people of the poorer working
